Country Wells. 


How fur £rom all sink drains, ban 


yards, etc., must a well be in order t 
insure safety from drainage into it from 
those deposits of filth? An article on 
this subject in The Sanitary Inspector 
says for every foot downward of a sub 
soil drain or a well, the surrounding soi. 
ia drained four feet on all sides, A well 
therefoie, twenty feet deep, and inwhicl: 
the water has settled near tho bottom, 01 
has been pumped dry, drains the soi 
about 1UO feet around it, speaking gen- 
erally. The Inspector says the best til 
round sauiplo of water in Maine that 
lias come to that office was from a well, 
but it was situated in a field 4,">0 feel 
from all human habitations. Tlie worst 
sample ah.o came from a well, but it waa 
at tiie otlgo of a, barn 3"ttrd.—Lewiston

Case Without a Precedent—Bond 
Purchases by the Treasury- 


Made an Apology. 


Commissioner Roosevelt on the Balti- 


more PoBt-Office. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
0.—Civil-Service 


Commissioner Roosevelt, who iu July 
last investigated tho Baltimore post- 
office, has completed his report. 
He 


finds that tho postmaster lias been in the 
habit of transferring eligibles from one 
list to another, but this action, he says, 
was clue to "honest misconception." In 
regard to dismissal of post-office em- 
ployes, Mr, Roosevelt says: 
"During 


the past four years there have been two 
heads of the Baltimore post-office. 
Mr. 


Veazy, who held office about a year and 
was then allowed to resign, and his suc- 
cessor, the present incumbent, Mr, Prank 
Brown. 


Mr. Veazy was one of those products of 


the patronage system whose antics would 
be comic, were it not for their deeply tragic 
effect upon the public service and upon 
honest political life; and groat allow- 
ance should be made for Mr. Brown bo- 
cause of the condition in which the office 
was handed over to him by his prede- 
cessor; for all tho ovidouco tends to 
show that Mr. Venny's administration 
can only bo characterized as scandalous. 
It seems likoly that ho habitually and 
grossly violated tho law, botb as to ap- 
pointments and removals; ho certainly, 
during his year of office, turned oul four- 
fifths of the old employes and filled their 
places with men, many of them of such 
evil character as to greatly demoralize 
the service. 


According to tho report of Chief In- 


spector E. G-. Rathbone, of which Mr. 
Brown admits (ho .substantial accuracy, 
in a total of 3(17 carriers and clerks com- 
posing tlio classified service of tho Balti- 
more Po(,t-offlce, there are now left but 
eleven who woro in the public employ 
four years ago. 
This, so far as the 


records show, is a greater proportion 
than has 
ever been changed ill tlio 


public service, taken as a whole, during 
a similar period, oven iu tlio worst days 
of the pure patronage system, and al- 
most as near tho idea of a "clean sweep" 
as can over be practically realized. So 
demoralized was 
tho 
office that Mr. 


Brown was likewise t'orcnt to dismiss 
over half of Mr. Veazy's appointees"; and 
even more extraordinary is the fact that 
he was obliged to dismiss moro one-fifth 
of his own. 


Mr. Roosevelt says that evidence as to 


political assessments is conclusive, and 
that from two to four per oont. of em- 
ployes' salaries was "voluntarily 
con- 


tributed" to a campaign fund wllector. 


The roport also says that Mr. Brown, 


iu dismissing emploves for "cause," re- 
fused to state rcaso'is, and the inference 
is drawu that the "cause" in most cases 
was of a political character. 


Continuing, the report sjys: "When, 
i under the present practice, no cause 


for removal is, as a rule, stated, tho point 
at which it becomes improper must of 
necessity be a matter of presumption 
rather than of proof. 
The removal of 


twenty or thirty percent, of subordinates 
would not, perhaps, raise the prosump- 
ion of improper conduct; whereas tho 
removal of eighty or ninety per cout. 
would, and In s'lch case tlio burden of 
proof ought to rest with tho appointing 
officer, who should bo required to show 
specifically mid in detail that his re- 
movals were jnstifnblo. 
In view of tbo

o Mr. Brown, and in view also of the ab- 
sence hitherto of any set policy in tho 
matter of removals, I am unwilling to 
nake any recommendation in this case."

Arguments by the Coun- 


sel fop Both the Prosecution 


and the Defense. 


A Stay ol Execution Pending an Ap- 


peal to the Supreme Court 


of the State. 


RALZIQH, N. C., Oct. 
0.—The Boyle 


outrage trial here proved intensely in- 
teresting yesterday, and the entire day 
was devoted to arguments. The court 
room was packed with people, who gave 
the closest attention lo the long and 
able 
arguments of opposing counsel. 


Boyle was quiet and paiil less attention 
to the faces of tue jurymen than he did 
yesterday. 


Thomas P. Deverenui, for the prosecu- 


tion, argued that Boyle had for some 
time before committing the crime pur- 
sued Geneva Whitaker, and she had 
thought of him only as her spiritual fa- 
ther. 


George Snow for the defense said that 


the girl had been enamoured of Boyle 
before the date of the alleged outrage. 


Thomas C. Fuller closed for the de- 


fense in a two-hours' speech of great 
force and ability. He argued that th» 
evidence showed that there was a mutual 
passion between tlie priest and the girl; 
that the girl had not sci earned, but had 
consented, and that to save her own 
honor she had resorted to the desperate 
step of swearing away the life of Bofle. 


Solicitor Argo made a powerful speech 


in closing for the State. 
He eiplained 


the relation of a priest toward members 
of his congregation, aud insisted that 
Geneva's conception of this 
relation 


clearly explained her truntf illness In go- 
ing to Boyle's room. He described what 
constituted rape, one of the four capital 
crimes known to North Carolina 
law, 


and said to Boyle that death now stared 
him in the face; but that it did so by his 
own invitation. He asserted that finger- 
marks and bruises on the girl were over- 
whelming 
aud 
absolute 
evidence of 


bru'al force used by Boyle. The girl's 
good character had been proven beyond 
doubt, and the 
medical"examination 


pomt"'l conclusively to violence. Gene- 
va had cried out when assaulted, and one 
of the leading witnesses for the defense 
heard that cry. 
Boyle's story and that 


of Charles Young, his servant, that there 
were no cries, he said, were manufact- 
ed. His denunciation of Boyle at times 
was terrible. 


Argument closed at 0:30 p. m., and
